tions of an enormous crowd assembled 
on the plaza.

the white papal robes.

Upon receiving the white papal cap 


he dropped his cardinal cap on the 
head of Monsignor Merry T\Q] Val, sec- 
retary of the conclave as an indica- 
tion that he would soon be made

kissed his hand and foot, and he sa- 
luted them on the cheek

He is very learned in ecclesiastical 


doctrines, energetic, a good adminis- 
trator and an admirer and a patron of 
fine arts. 


Early in April Pope Leo said of him 


"We firmly believe he will be our 
successor " He has been known for 
several years as one of the greatest 
preachers in the cnurch.

department has made public the fol- 
lowing official statement of the post- 
office fraud indictments that were re- 
turned recently: 


*m l&ai: tne department tnrom:^ 


the free delivery division, 
enterer 


into a contract with a postal device 
and lock company for the purchase of 
carriers' satchels for a period of four 
years. The manager of this company 
•with whom all negotiators were con- 
ducted wa W. G. CrawforQ, of Wash- 
ington, D. C. The satchels were'to 
be made of a coated canvas, called 
pegamoid, instead of leather, as form- 
erly. 
The specifications o*f this con- 


tract required the contractor to furn- 
ish straps the same as in the Stern 
contract. 
George E. Lorenz of To- 


ledo, O., made a contract with Mr. 
Crawford, representative of the Post- 
al Device and Lock company, to aid 
him in securing the contract, and to 
furnish the straps 
for 
a specific 


amount per satchel. Pursuant to this 
agreement which was a clandestine 
agreement, and not a matter of record 
in the department, every time 
the 


Postal Device and Lockjcompany was 
paid for a supply of satchels, remit- 
tance was made by that company to 
George E Lorenz, Toledo, O , for his 
part of the compensation Mr Lorenz 
however, did not furnish the straps 
They were furnished by the depart- 
ment through Mafehen and paid for 
by the department Crawford, there- 
fore, paid Lorenz for the straps which 
the department iurnishecl and Lorenz 
to show his appreciaton of Machen's 
liberality in furnishing free of charge 
the straps which 
he (Lorenz) was 


paid for remitted to Machen. Machen, 
Crawford, remitted to Lorenz. Lorenz 
at once remitted to Machen Machen, 
Crawford, George E. Lorenz and Mrs. 
George E. Lorenz, in whose name the 
money was deposited, have been in- 
dicted for conspiracy to defraud the 
government. 


Crawford was deputy auditor for the 


postofflce department irom June 12, 
1893, to September 15, 1897. In 1901' 
Machen entered into an 
agreement 


with Maurice Runkle, 01 New York, 
to furnish a small leather case for the 


free delivery service, for which the 
department paid 90 cent each. This 
contract was entered 
into without 


competition and the cases cost Runkle 
about 30 cents each. The inspectors 
have conclusive evidence that Runkle 
divided his profit of 60 cents 
per 


case with Machen 
and 
McGregor. 


This is analagous with the Baltimore 
case in which McGregor and Upton 
figured and for which both have been 
indicted. 


"MacHen, Runkle 
and McGregor 


have been indicted in this case. 


"In 1898 through the free delivery 


division a contract was made 
with 


Leopold J. Stern" of Baltimore, for 
carriers' satchels. The specifications 
required Stern to lurmsh 
complete 


satchels, 
including the 
shoulder 


straps, the shoulder strap being spe- 
cifically described as a part of the 
satchel, and to be furnished by the 
contractor.' After the contract was 
entered into, Stern was relieved by 
Machen from furnishing the strap, the 
full price being paid tor the satchels. 
In consideration of being 
relieved 


from furnishing the straps by Machen, 
Stern pays to W. C. Long 
a large 


amount of money which Long divides 
with Machen. The straps which Stern 
had been relieved 
from 
furnishing 


were purchased by Machen from 
a 


New York firm without competition 


"He required this New York firm, 


however to pay a commission ot four 
cents per strap, which 
commission 


was collected by W. C Long and di 
vided between Long and Machen In 
this transaction Machen not onb se- 
cured money from Stern for relieving 
him from furnishing the strap ^vhich 
he had contracted to furnish, but re- 
quired the man from whom he bought 
the straps to pay him a commisson 
on the straps which he was giving to 
Stern 
Long was used as an interme- 


diary in both transactions. Over $22,- 
000 was apid by the department for 
straps that were furnished to Stern, 
though Stern had contracted to furn- 
ish them himself. 


"Long, Machen and Stern hav ebeen 


indicted in this case for conspiracy to 
defraud the government. 


"The department, through the free 


delivery division, entered 
into an 


agreement with John F. Cupper of 
Lock Haven, Pa., to furnish material 
and paint all of the Iptter boxes, pack- 
age boves and letter box posts in the 
United States, for which he was 
to 


receive 25 cents for each 
post, 50 


cents for each letter box and $1 for 


j each package box. The terms allowed 
Cupper were far in excess of the for- 
mer cost of painting. 
The boxes in 


some of the large cities were painted 
frequently, sometimes 
every year, 


and in the smaller cities in the more 
remote sections of the country they 
were painted not to exceed once in 
every five or six years. A part of the 
money which Cupper received 
for 


painting the boxes he paid to W. C. 
Long, who divided with Machen. 


"The contract with the manufactur- 


ers of letter boxexs requires them to 
paint the boxes, yet Cupper was ord- 
ered by Machen to paint the boxes at 
the factory and the department 
has 


paid him over $18,000 for his unneces- 
sary painting 
Cupper paid Long a 


part of this money, who divided it with 
Machen. 


"Cupper, Long and Machen 
have 


been indicted for conspiracy to 
de- 


fraud the government" 


The straps for which it is alleged 


the government was made to pay for 
twice were furnished by a New York 
firm, which is said to have acted en- 
tirely in good faith 
One of the 
in- 


dictments sets out tnat in one in- 
stance this firm maue a payment of 
$1,760 to Long, who according to the 
evidence cited in the indictment, paid 
Machen $1,060 of this amount. 
The 


supply of the straps continued until 
the 
postoffice 
investigation 
began, 


and supply matters were held up un- 
der orders of Fourt> Assistant Post- 
master General Britow. It is explained 
at the department that Crawford had 
the contract for what were called the 
"A, B & C" satchels, being those for 
city delivery, rural free delivery and 
collectors m cities, while Runkle had 
the contract for upplying 
the large- 


sized canvas duck satchels for the col- 
lectors. 
These contracts 
were for 


the six years 1900-1906 Stern's con- 
tract was prior to these
